“First Lady,’ a film version of 
the Broadway stage hit of the same 
name, is scheduled to have its local 
premiere next Friday at the Strand 


Theatre. 


Kay Francis is the star of this 
Warner Bros. comedy of society- 
and-politics at the national capital. 
Supporting her are Preston Foster, 
Verree Teasdale, Anita Louise, Vic- 
tor Jory, Walter Connolly, Louise 
Fazenda, Marjorie Rambeau and a 
dozen other notables.

According to Robert Roos, a 
well-known Hollywood production 
man, there are only 80 players in 
Hollywood who work from 40 to 52 
weeks a year. They are featured 
players of first calibre and constant- 
ly in demand. Even stars, who may 
be paid for more weeks, actually 
work less than these 80 favored ac- 
tors. Of this list, 14 were in the 
cast of ‘First Lady.”

Kay Francis Violates Hollywood's 
Rules And Gets Away With It

Kay Francis is a rugged individ- 
ualist. 


Maybe not so rugged, but cer- 
tainly an individualist. 


She doesn’t give a hang what 
anybody thinks about anything — 
and there’s your thumbnail sketch 
of one of the few interesting glam- 
our girls. 


But the lovely Kay is too many- 
sided to be dismissed with a gen- 
eralization. 


The best-dressed girl on the 
screen, she goes about between pic- 
tures in almost slovenly slacks. She 
gives a director a tongue-lashing 
and then jumps into her car and 
rides 40 miles to call on a minor 
employee she has heard was in 
need. She dislikes people who are 
over-confident, yet she, herself, is 
definitely self-assured. 


She is the very rare combination 
of fast thinker and slow talker. 
Usually it’s the other way ‘round. 
Her mind is always active. She is 
never mentally relaxed, although 
physically she appears to be en- 
tirely so. She sits quietly knitting 
between scenes and then says some- 
thing that obviously has required 
complicated thought processes. 


One day, she was sewing while 
the director was making scenes with 
other members of the cast. Appar- 
ently, she was absorbed in her work 
and completely relaxed. When the 
scenes were over, she called the di- 
rector. Then logically and in detail, 
she analyzed the entire story of the 
film, explaining where certain char- 
acters were inconsistent and certain 
scenes wrong. Her analysis was so 
coldly accurate that the director had 
to agree. Part of the script was 
rewritten forthwith. 


The rule of Hollywood abides 
little violation. Kay is an excep- 
tion. To understand her, one must, 
of course, understand the rule. Hol- 
lywood does things to people. It 
changes their outlook, their habits 
of life, their 
and their modes of thought. 


social consciousness 


The picture colony itself is small 
enough for everybody in it to know, 
more or less, what his neighbor is 
doing. The same openings, the 
same cafes, the same general round 


attract them. They attend each 


other's parties and adopt each oth- 
er’s fads. 


Business and social preferment 
are for those who “run with the 
pack.”’ Going Hollywood has come 
to mean making one’s self over to 
conform to what Hollywood ex- 
pects of its habitues. 


There have been independent 
spirits who have appeared to resist 
the making-over process. Some re- 
sisted for a while and then grad- 
ually surrendered to expediency. 
Others refused to compromise and 
eventually disappeared from conten- 
tion. 


Many of the latter returned to 
the East disappointed perhaps to 
write bitter memoirs of their life 
in pictures. 


Kay Francis, probably, is the on- 
ly person to reach success in Holly- 
wood and hold it without surren- 
dering a whit of her independence. 

She goes with people she likes, 
and ignores those she dislikes. She 
attends parties of her own choos- 
ing. She repays her own social ob- 
ligations with one big party a year, 
usually so novel and interesting that 
it is an event. 


The same friends she made when 
she first came to Hollywood are her 
friends now. She adds to the list 
slowly, because she has practically 
no casual friends — only 
ones. She plays no politics. 
no gestures to win approval.

Makes 


While working on a picture, she 
goes out only on Saturday nights. 
That occasions arise when it might 
be good business to make excep- 
tions to this never change it. 


She reverses the general rule of 
being sweet to the important ones 
and harsh with the unimportant. 
She is much less considerate of her 
director than of her wardrobe wom- 
an, who idolizes her. 


When she finished ‘“‘First Lady,” 
which is her most recent produc- 
tion for Warner Bros. and which 
opens next Friday at the Strand 
Theatre, everybody from the prop 
man to the assistant director chip- 
ped in for an expensive gift. She 
gave a party for the crew and kiss- 
ed the frightened underling who 
made the presentation. 

That’s the kind of a girl Kay

Hence Orry-Kelly, chief fashion 
arbiter at Warners, gowned Kay 
with a conservative elegance that 
nearly takes one’s breath away. 
None of the usual bizarre film stuff. 
Likewise, Art Director Max Parker 
who designed the sets, did them up 
in Washington rather than Holly- 
wood style. 


Possibly both of these gentlemen 
felt a little restrained — felt that 
their style was cramped. Thinking 
back to Kay’s recent comedy of 
Parisian background, ‘Stolen Holi- 
doy,’ with its glass-brick modern- 
istic sets and bizarre costume styles, 
it is to be wondered if Kay didn’t 
feel a bit subdued, too! 

“First Lady’’ was directed by 
Stanley Logan from the stage hit 
of the! same name.

Having recently completed a ro- 
mantic lead opposite Victor Jory in 
Kay Francis’ new picture, ‘First 
Lady,”’ puts Anita’s score of pic- 
tures played well over one hundred! 
The youthful ‘‘veteran’s’ first 
American picture was opposite Neil 
Hamilton, playing an eighteen-year- 
old sweetheart at the age of thir- 
teen. Presently they did another 
picture together in which the actor 
played her father! 

Anita’s screen age, unlike her 
real age, hasn't progressed evenly 
with the passing seasons.

‘Doubles’ Get 
Great Break In 
All Star Movie 


For the first time within the mem- 
ory of the oldest movie directors, 
fourteen stand-ins were used simul- 
taneously on a single movie one re- 
cent day. The picture was Warner 
Bros.’ “First Lady,’’ which stars

the Strand Theatre. 

Stand-ins, in the event that 
you've forgotten, are the folks who 
resemble the stars they represent in 
size and coloring. They earn their 
pay standing for the stars between 
scenes, so the cameramen and elec- 
tricians can ‘“‘light’’ them, chalk- 
mark their various positions for 
certain parts of each shot, and so 
on. 

The fourteen stand-ins used in 
scenes of “‘First Lady” did this for 
Miss Francis, Preston Foster, Anita 
Louise, Victor Jory, Walter Connol- 


ly, Verree Teasdale, Louise Fazen- 


da, Marjorie Rambeau, Marjorie 
Gateson, Henry O'Neil, Grant 
Mitchell, Eric Stanley, Sara Haden, 
and Lucille Gleason. 

Not every director would use so 
many stand-ins, but Stanley Logan, 
who got his training and fame as a 
New York and London stage direc- 
tor, was in charge of ‘First Lady.” 

He believes in having full re- 
hearsals off the set before every 
scene, so the stand-ins were a ne- 
cessity with him. However, at least 
eleven of the players named above 
are so important their contracts 
provide for stand-ins furnished by 
their employers.

Preston Foster Heads For Wilds 
When His Movie Chores Are Ended 


Preston Foster is one of Holly- 
wood’s real he-men, not only in 
stature and virility but in tastes. 
His idea of fun is a schooner ex- 
pedition to San Clemente Island, a 
wild, rocky, uninhabited spot off the 
California coast, for an assortment 
of special sports. He’s often there 
between pictures. 


You land there at the risk of your 
life, against rocks, from a_ small 
boat. Once there you put up your 
tent, fish from the cliffs, shoot wild 
boars and wilder goats — if your 
legs permit the strenuous chase over 
the cacti-covered mountains. 


And just for a final thrill dive 
off the end of a point where the 
breakers crash viciously. On your 
wrist you wear, by a thong, a short 
flat bit of steel — usually the half- 
leaf of an old auto spring. Then at 
low tide, clinging to the rocks while 
breakers batter you and you're sub- 
merged just beneath low-water line, 


you pry abalones off their boulders! | 


Having completed Warner Bros.’ 
“First Lady”’ in which he played op- 
posite Kay Francis, and which is 
now playing at the Strand, Foster 
was off again on his favorite ele- 
ment — the sea — but not, this 
time, to San Clemente. Instead, he 
was going to fish off Mexican 
waters. He has a yacht of his own 
but in this case he went on a larger 
boat with friends, seeking giant 
tuna. 


Foster, born October 24, 1902, 
in Ocean City, N. J., stands six-two 
in sox, and weighs 200 pounds 
when in top athletic condition. 
Once he let his weight get up to 
234. On his big frame this didn’t 
look fat, but he became alarmed. 
Ever since, he has kept: himself in 
strict training. He goes in for all 
sorts of athletics, but likes baseball, 
tennis, golf and boxing best. 


He attended high school and went 
from school dramatics to the legit- 
imate stage, and shortly after the 
movies began to talk, into Holly- 
wood drama. In “‘First Lady’’ he 
has one of his best roles to date 
with the exception, probably of 
“Annie Oakley,”’ in which he play- 
ed the rival sharpshooter. 


In her attempts to become “‘First 
Lady,’’ Kay schemes throughout the 
picture — into first one pickle and 
then another —to make him Presi- 
dent of the United States. The battle 
is chiefly between Verree Teasdale, 
who is backing first Victor Jory 
and then Walter Connolly as Presi- 
dential timber, and the star, whose 
efforts in Foster’s behalf are abetted 
by such worthy supporters as Anita 
Louise, Marjorie Rambeau and 
Louise Fazenda. 


Foster for the first time in his 
career, wore makeup which “‘aged”’ 
him a little. The makeup man sil- 
vered his hair slightly at the side- 
burns. He wasn’t certain he wanted 
to appear that old, and with a wife 
so much younger. 


“After all,’ said he, ‘“‘thirty-five 


is thirty-five. You can see real grey 
hair close ahead!” 


But he liked playing the ‘part, 
liked his director, Stanley Logan, 
and before the picture ended was 
on good practical-joking terms with 
Kay. He invited the whole cast to 
go to San Clemente with him, but 
the only member who liked Foster's 
description of the island’s rugged 
joys was Jory. 


As a result, the two will head out 
there soon with their tents and guns 
— probably as soon as each does 
another picture and Preston’s Mex- 
ican fishing trip is over. 
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Kay’s Grandpa 
Is Created By 
Studio Artist 


Kay Francis finished ‘‘First Lady,” 
her newest Warner Bros. film, which 
comes next Friday to the Strand 
Theatre, with one souvenir she 
prizes for a peculiar reason. 


It is a large oil-painting of an eld- 
erly, mustachioed, distinguished- 
looking man, who bears a distinct 
resemblance to the star. In the pic- 
ture, you will see it as a portrait 
of ‘‘a former President of the Unit- 
ed States,” the grandfather of the 
character Kay plays. 


The reason it resembles Kay is 
that she posed for the picture part 
of the time, so the studio artist who 
painted it might get in a “family 
resemblance.’’ A character actor 
posed for the masculine general ap- 
pearance the painter sought to 
catch. 


According to her family album, 
however, the picture doesn’t resem- 
ble either of Kay’s real grand- 
fathers. 


The studio artist, incidentally, 
had a busy time with portraiture 
for ‘First Lady,’ probably because 
of its background of Washington, 
D. C. life and distinguished famil- 


1es. 


Sitting for him, besides the star, 
for portraits either of themselves 
or ancestors, were Preston Foster, 
Anita Louise, Walter Connolly, Ver- 
ree Teasdale and Marjorie Ram- 
beau. Stanley Logan directed the 
picture.

Modern Acting 
Repressive Art 
Says Connolly 


Kid all you want about the ac- 
tress who “‘ran through the gamut 
of emotions from A to B,” says 
Walter Connolly, but modern act- 
ing is largely an art of repression. 


The average beginner does too 
much acting, particularly in big 


Walter 
Connolly 
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closeups. If he did no more than a 
skilled actor, Connolly declares, 
he'd feel as though he were facing 
the camera with an absolutely ex- 
pressionless, ‘‘poker’’ face. 


“There have been scenes I’ve 
done in which quite complicated 
emotional changes were portrayed, 
and, I’ve been led to believe, satis- 
factorily, in which | strove not to 
change my expression by so much 
as the wrinkle of -an eye,’ Connolly 
declares. 


“In scenes farther away from the 
camera it is possible to gesture a 
bit, and also to grimace ever so 
slightly. But in closer shots the best 
technique for many situations is to 
strive to be totally expressionless. 


“Despite this. effort a subtle ex- 
pression, a twitch of a muscle here, 
a flicker of the eye there, is caught 
by the camera and magnified huge- 
ly on the screen. That's all that’s 
necessary. The blanker you can 
look in such situations, the more 
they’re going to praise you for act- 
ing ability.” 

Connolly is now playing at the 
Strand Theatre in “First Lady,”’ the 
Warner Bros. film starring Kay 
Francis. In the same cast are Pres- 
ton Foster, Anita Louise, VWerree 
Teasdale, Victor Jory and other 
celebrated troupers.

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Preston Foster 
Has A Formula 


For Victories 


Presten Foster believes it’s lucky 
to fail the first time you try any- 
thing, and to “come from behind” 
and win. 

He disclosed this philosphy to 
Kay Francis, Werree Teasdale and 
Walter Connolly beside the set of 
the Warner Bros. picture in which 
they all appear — “First Lady’’ — 
when he started to tell about his 
methods in playing tennis. He gives 
you the first several games rather 
than reveal his true prowess. Same 
with golf. Same with boxing! 

“It’s not a superstition, it’s sound 
psychology as applied to Preston 
Foster," he declared in explaining 
this under-dog philosophy. ‘“‘I can’t 
really do my best until 1 seem to 
be fighting a losing game, and when 
I'm winning I can’t press ahead and 
make the killing finish unless I've 
first had a taste of defeat at the 
hands of the other fellow.” 

Foster plays a leading role in 
“First Lady,"’ opposite Kay, who 
throughout the picture is engaged 
in an amusing battle to get him 
nominated for a high office so she 
and not a rival can be ‘‘First Lady.” 
The picture is now playing at the 
Strand Theatre. 





Practices On Set 


Warner Bros.’ studio police de- 
partment weren't quite certain 
about it at first, but finally they de- 
cided to let Preston Foster have his 
pet air pistol and practice with it 
on the sound stages where he was 
playing opposite Kay Francis in 
First Lady.’ However, he had to 
confine his practice to a corner of 
the stage where they rigged him a 
safety target. 

Preston was brushing up for a 
pistol tournament where he hoped 
to snare some of the same sort of 
trophies as he had won in the past 
for rifle shooting. For practice he 
used a special air pistol in a stand- 
ard target revolver frame. He won 
third place in the tournament. 





Privacy For Kay 


Garbo has her high black screen 
so she and her leading man can 
‘be alone’ with director and cam- 
eraman for love scenes. And re- 
cently Kay. Francis installed a sim- 
ilar device for rehearsing love 
scenes — and some others — for 
her current Warner picture, ‘First 
Lady,’’ which comes to the Strand 
Theatre next week. Kay isn’t bash- 
ful about filming love scenes — 
after they’ve been rehearsed! But 
she doesn’t like to have spectators 
at rehearsals.

‘What — you've never met your 
leading man before?’ exclaims the 
director. “‘Then you better meet 
him before we film this scene. You 
make love to him, you know — he’s 
supposed to be an old sweetheart.”

Hero hastily shake hands, rehearse 
the scene once rather stiffly — be-

cause, after all, they've just met — 
and then throw awkwardness to the 
winds when they go into the “take.” 


That probably reads like fiction 
— and it is. It isn’t the way the 
thing is done in movies, for a num- 
ber of excellent reasons. 


In nine cases out of ten the shoot- 
ing schedule would be re-arranged 
so the intimate scene between the 
heroine and hero who'd never met 
could be postponed. It sounds good 
in blurbs to say they met each 
other just before the kiss, but there 
are few cases on record in which 
that has happened. 


Cases differ, of course, with the 
individuals involved, but by and 
large even Art” doesn’t 
make a kiss with a perfect stranger 
— or any scene suggesting that 
they aren't strangers — easy to do 
effectively. For this and many other 
reasons studios try to avoid placing 
players in this situation.

A practical example is afforded 
by the procedure in Warner Bros., 
latest comedy for Kay Francis, 
“First Lady,’’ which will have its 
initial showing next Friday at the 


Strand Theatre. 


Hero Preston Foster and the star 
really had met before, but they were 
not close friends. In the picture 
they are husband and wife. So Di- 
rector Stanley Logan arranged his 
schedule to let them have three days 
of association together on the set, 
and opportunity to watch each 
other work in scenes, before they 
came together, even in the most 
casual of scenes. 

They became well acquainted, 
and studied each other's methods of 
working. Kay served tea for Pres- 
ton. The actor later bought her 


ice cream. They swapped funny 
stories, and became friends. 


The case was different with Vic- 
tor Jory and Anita Louise in the 
same picture. Both had played in 
*“A Midsummer Night’s Dream,” 
and had met occasionally since that 
time. Just the same, the schedule 
fortunately provided for a_ light 
scene in which they are supposedly

Unlike many directors, Stanley Lo- 
gan, who recently made his debut 
in that capacity on Warner Bros.’

These United States have only 
one official First Lady, but in ev- 
ery town and hamlet there are hun- 
dreds of unofficial ones — Club- 
women, career women, society lead- 
ers — and all of them just as im- 
portant in their own circles as is 
Washington's First Lady in hers.

If you’re looking for an outstanding pro- 
motion activity that will spotlight attention 
on your showing of the picture with a con- 
sistent advance publicity build-up, here is an 
outline of a plan which you can put to work. 


This is not to be considered in the same 
category of an ordinary voting contest. It will 
not roll along on its own momentum once you 
get it started. It will require consistent follow 
through on your part in order to get the most 
out of it for your showing of the picture. 


And you can’t do it alone. You must sur- 
round yourself with the most influential peo- 
ple in your city in order to give the idea pro- 
per recognition from the press and public. If 
you do not have this “‘pull’’ to start with, it 
is best that you direct your activities along 
other lines, following other suggestions on the 
exploitation pages. 


HERE ARE THE FIRST STEPS YOU TAKE: 


1. Consult with a leading woman who is 
highly influential and active in the town’s big- 
doings. Explain to her the tremendous pub- 
licity advantage to her group of selecting the 
town’s “First Lady’; what this would mean 
to encourage the women in town to interest 
themselves in social and civic welfare of the 
city. Stress any other local angle that you are 
familiar with that will tie in convincingly. 


2. This leader assembles a representative 
group of men and women leaders in the so- 
cial and civic life, to sponsor a campaign to 
honor the local ‘First Lady.”’ 


3. This ‘First Lady’’ may be honored for 
her contribution to the general welfare of 
the city and its citizens. She may be the 
head of a large charitable organization, or she 
may have fostered work in behalf of the Day- 
Nursery, or she may have helped young girls 
in educational and vocational training. In 
fact, she should typify everything that the 
title, “First Lady” stands for. 


4. The selection of the ‘‘First Lady”’ is to 
be made in any way the sponsoring group so 
decides. It may be done by a popular vote 
with ballots clipped from the cooperating 
newspaper and deposited in a ballot box in 
your theatre, or it may be by special designa- 
tion of the sponsoring committee.
